In  1925,  the  College  was  granted  membership  in 
the  American  Association  of  Colleges  of  Pharmacy,  the  accrediting  body  for  pharmacy  education  at  the  time,  and  the 
first  D.W.  Ramsaur  Award  for  Distinguished  Scholarship  was  presented  that  year.  In  1935,  the  Florida  State  Legislature 
passed  an  act  to  permit  women  to  enroll  in  the  College  of  Pharmacy.
